OTTAWA, Ont., April 23.—A total 
of 14,496 applications for pensions or 
for revision of pension have been re- 
ceived by the chief pensions advocate 
from the Board of Pension Commis- 
stoners, From other sources the chief 
pension advocate has received 1629 
applications, ‘This information was 
given in the House of Commons Wed- 
nesday by Hon. Murray MacLaren, 
minister of pensions and national 
health, in answer to questions by A. 
Speakman, member for Red Deer, 
Alta. 

Of the total number received, the 
chief pension advocate has passed on 
to the pension tribunal 3518 appli- 
cations, He has passed on 250 to the 
pensions appeal court. There remain 
12,357 applications in the hands of 
the chief pensions advocate still un- | 
dealt with. 

In answer to a series of questions 
by Hon. Tan MacKenzie, Liberal, Van- | 
couver Centre, Dr. MacLaren said that 
a total of 1452 applicaticms have been | 
heard by the pensions tribunals up| 
to March 31 last.

MICUOUS EXCEPTION 


street railway system 


Edmonton's 
enjoyed the unique distinction of being the 
only enterprise of the kind in western 


Canada that showed a profit during 
March. Since the surplus was only $21, 
the occurrence unfortunately suggests the 
difficuities that street railway systems 
generally are having to make ends meet, 
rather than that the Edmonton system 
has turned the corner and is to be num- 
bered among the profit producing utilities. 
Of that there is little prospect. 

It may be that it is cheaper to travel 
by street car than by motor vehicle. If so, 
a vast and increasing number of people in 
all western cities are wasting money; so 
many of them that the street railways are 
all operating precariously close to the bor- 
der line between earning ¢<penses and 
producing losses. March was the month 
when cars that had been stored for the 
winter began to appear on the streets, and 
that no doubt accounts for the general 
slump in the revenues of the street rail- 
ways, 


WHAT IS THE POLICY? 


Premier Bennett says there is to be 
no “pegged” price for wheat; and said it 
in terms which ieave no doubt that the 
decision is final. But in being definite on 
that point he left it wholly indefinite 
what measures the Government proposes 
to take to stabilize western conditions, if 
there is an intention of taking any mea- 
sures to that end. 

The position thus is that the farmer 
who sows a crop must do so entirely “on 
his own’, The Government guarantees 
him nothing, and promises nothing. It is 
to be hoped that situation is not to be left 
as it stands. “Pegged” wheat is a delu- 
sion, One cannot lift himself by his boot- 
straps. Bwat plainly something is needed 
to case the immediate predicament of 
thousands of grain-growers and to restore 
hope and confidence in the solvency of 
the business. 

It has been claimed that announce- 
ments of Government policy could not be 
properly made until the debate on the ad- 
dress had been ended. The debate is now 
concluded, and the way cleared for a state- 
ment of what the Ministers may have in 
mind to helpin re-establishing assurance 
that western agriculture is not down and 
out. What they may have to say on that 
subject the grain-growers, and the entire 
west, will await with interest keyed to a 
high pitch, 


A SURVEY NEEDED 


In rejecting Mr, Gardiner’s proposal 
for a special committee to inquire into 
western conditions, Mr. Bennett very 
forcefully expressed the view that these 


conditions have been misrepresented in 
parliament. 

Without accepting that view, it is 
correct to say that only one side of the 


picture has been presented in any com- 
plete and effective way. Quite naturally 
the emphasis has been placed upon the 
difficulties with which the wheat grower 
finds himself surrounded, and the rather 
bleak outlook that confronts him as he 
drills in the seed for another crop. These 
are matters to which attention needed to 
be called. If the more cheerful side of the 
case has not been set out, that in part 
may be blamed upon the rule which al- 
lowed a member only forty minutes in 
which to speak on the subject. 

But if parliament and the public have 
been given an unbalanced impression of 
the western situation, that surely is the 
poorest of all reasons for refusing to set 
up a committee to make a candid survey 
of the situation as it exists. Even west- 
ern people do not exactly appreciate what 
that situation is. Like the western mem- 
bers, they are distressedly conscious of 
some of the adverse features of it, so 
conscious that many encouraging facts 
and factors are forgotten. 

A studied, impartial, authoritative and 
comprehensive review of the whole eco- 
nomic landscape, including debt obliga- 
tions, credit, and the prospect of the wheat 
growing industry in the light of world 
production, would have a steadying effect 
upon public opinion in the west and else- 
where at this juncture. Such a review it 
would have been the business of the pro- 
posed committee to undertake, That the 
results would be worth while can hardly 
be challenged,

The 
trade between Russia and Canada has 
amounted to only a couple ef million dol 
lars per year, Neither Russia nor Canada 
will be conscious as they survey the trade 
returns for the coming year that their re- 
lations have been severed. 

There is only one reason why Russia, 
or any other country, should send dele- 
gates io London; the hope that some ar- 
rangement may be worked out there that 
will raise the price of wheat to the pro- 
ducers. The Soviel has done some queer 
things, but there is nothing on record to 
suggest that Stalin is a fool, Uf he thinks 
there is a prospect of getting more money 
out of the wicked capitalistic countries in 
payment for Russia's wheat crop, his 
spokesmen will be at London. 

The Red boss is not the man to throw 
away the chance to get an extra cent a 
bushel on two hundred million bushels of 
Russian wheat merely because Canada de- 
cided that it did not want his coal and tim- 
ber. Those whe think Stalin has no sense 
of economic realities should come out of 
the trance.

All three of the men invwlved in | 


the mine blast at Ellersiie Collierles 
which snuffed out two lives on April 
14 were held blameless in the verdict 
returned by a coroner's jury empanel- 
led by Coroner Dr, F. A. Keillor, at 
Hainstock and Son's funera] parlors 
on Wednesday evening. 

John Harris, co-owner of the little 
mine, and the only survivor, was the 
chief witness, The verdict was as 
follows: 

“We, the jury, find that C, B, Wood 
and Sam Roberts met their death by 
mine explosion at Ellersile Collteries 
through causes not under control of 
any person or persons in charge of 
said mine,” 

WERE POISONED 

Coroner Dr, Keillor then drew the 
attention of the jury to the fact that 
they had not given the actual cause 
of death, upon which the following 
was added: “Actual death, due to 
carbon monoxide poisoning.” 

A reconstruction of the tregedy and 
the events leading up to It were fur- 
nished the jury by Bernard Nugent 


Camrose, appearing for the Mines 
Branch of Alberta, 
Mr. Nugent produced a plan of 


the mine workings and showed, from 
examinations made by him of the 
mine and the ventilation system, that 
the blast hed been caused by a stag- 
nant body of deadly methane gas 
seeping forward in the mine to @
